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INTRODUCTION. 


The  alterations  in  the  practice  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  the  new 
system  of  remuneration  in  Conveyancing  matters  have  necessitated 
a  complete  revision  of  this  Work  Precedents  of  Admiralty  Costs, 
which  were  not  included  in  former  editions,  have  now  heen  added,  and 
the  work  extends  to  nearly  100  pages  beyond  the  previous  edition. 

The  variations  between  the  old  and  the  new  scales  of  the  Supreme 
Court  will  be  seen  by  the  appended  table. 

The  principal  alteration  made  by  the  new  Rules  affecting  costs  in 
the  Chancery  Division  is  the  abolition  in  causes  and  matters,  cam- 
meneed  on  and  after  the  2ith  Ockiber^  1883,  of  the  Higher  Scale  of 
costs,  except  when  it  is  allowed  ''either  generally  in  any  cause  or 
^  matter,  or  as  to  the  costs  of  any  particular  application  made  or 
*<  business  done  in  any  cause  or  matter,  on  special  grounds  arising  out 
**  of  the  nature  and  importance  or  the  difficulty  or  urgency  of  the 


"case." 


Bnle  70  of  the  General  Order  of  November,  1862,  which  allows 
the  Higher  Scale  of  costs  in  proceedings  under  the  Companies  Acts 
is  not  rescinded  by  the  new  rules,  and  the  Higher  Scale  woidd  still 
seem  to  be  chargeable  for  such  proceedings. 

It  is  presumed  that,  on  paying  into  Court  a  sum  amounting  to 
J^IOOO  and  upwards,  the  fees  hitherto  chaigeable  on  the  Higher 
Scale  wiU  be  allowed  as  heretofore.  The  fees  in  question  necessarily 
appeared  fonnerly  in  the  Higher  Scale  column  alone,  as  there  could 
be  no  Lower  Scale  where  a  sum  of  £1000  and  upwards  was  in 
question.  It  may  be  fairly  contended  that  the  practitioner  is  en- 
titled to  the  laiger  fee  whenever  a  sum  of  £1000  and  upwards  is 
paid  into  Court. 

The  costs  of  actions  in  the  Queen's  Bench  Division  will  be 
materially  affected  by  the  12th  Rule  of  Order  LXY.,  which  gives  to 
a  Plaintiff  in  actions  founded  on  contract,  in  which  he  recovers  by

judgment  or  otherwise  a  sam  (exclusive  of  costs)  not  exceeding  £50, 
no  more  costs  than  he  would  have  been  entitled  to  had  he  brought 
his  action  in  a  County  Court,  unless  the  Court  or  a  Judge  other- 
wise orders.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  rule  relates  only  to  success- 
ful Plaintiffs.  Defendants  will  be  entitled  to  costs  on  the  ordinary 
Scale  of  the  Supreme  Court  It  is  understood  that  considerable 
discussion  has  taken  place  among  the  Taxing  Masters  in  the  Central 
Office  as  to  whether  the  costs  to  be  allowed  to  a  Plaintiff,  when  the 
rule  applies,  should  include  the  Court  fees  which  would  be  payable 
in  a  similar  proceeding  in  a  County  Court.  The  object  of  the  rule 
is  to  place  Defendants  in  the  same  position,  with  respect  to  costs,  as 
if  they  had  been  summoned  to  a  County  Courts  and  it  is  con- 
jectured that  the  Plaintiff  will  be  entitled  to  the  amount  of  the 
County  Court  poundage. 

The  County  Court  costs  have  been  elaborated,  and  a  table  of  the 
Court  fees  has  been  prepared. 

Particular  attention  is  directed  to  the  fact  that  the  Greneral 
Order  made  in  pursuance  of  the  Solicitors'  Remuneration  Act,  1881, 
applies  not  only  to  the  remuneration  of  Solicitors  in  respect  of 
matters  of  Conveyancing,  but  to  '*  other  business  not  being  business 
"  in  any  action,  or  transacted  in  any  Court  or  in  the  Chambers  of  any 
'*  Judge  or  Master,  and  not  being  otherwise  contentious  business." 
The  fees  in  Schedule  II.  to  the  Semuneration  Order  will  therefore 
be  chargeable  for  all  ordinary  non-contentious  business. 

It  should  also  be  observed  that  in  cases  where  Schedule  I.  would 
otherwise  apply,  a  Solicitor  may,  before  undertaking  the  business 
by  written  communication  to  his  client,  elect  to  charge  under 
Schedule  11. 

A  great  number  of  points,  many  of  them  of  considerable  diffi- 
culty, arise  in  connection  with  the  Semuneration  Order ;  but,  until 
there  has  been  authoritative  interpretation  of  the  Order,  it  is  im- 
possible to  state  with  certainty  the  proper  construction. 

It  has  been  doubted  whether  payment  for  matters  of  Convey- 
ancing transacted  in  the  course  of  Chancery  actions  or  Lunacy  matters 
is  to  be  made  under  the  terms  of  the  Semuneration  Order.  It  is 
understood' that  a  majority  of  the  Taxing  Masters  allow  costs  accord- 
ing to  the  Commission  Scale  or  Schedule  II.,  as  the  case  may  be. 
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Should  the  Masters,  however,  not  feel  jastified  ia  allowing  charges 
according  to  the  Bemuneration  Order,  they  have  discretion,  onder 
section  18  of  the  33rd  and  34th  Vic,  cap.  28,  to  allow  increased 
remuneration,  and  so  compensate  the  practitioner  for  the  reduction 
in  his  fees  arising  from  the  abbreviated  system  of  Conveyancing. 

The  fee  for  negotiation  appears  (when  payable)  to  be  chargeable 
on  the  sale  or  mortgage  of  any  kind  of  real  or  personal  property. 

The  Council  of  the  Incorporated  Law  Society  have  taken  the 
opinion  of  Mr.  Wolstenholme  and  Mr.  A.  L.  (now  Mr.  Justice) 
Smith,  who  advise  that  in  cases  where  the  fee  for  negotiation  is  not 
chargeable  against  the  client,  the  practitioner  is  entitled  to  charge 
according  to  Schedule  II.  for  the  business  done  prior  to  deducing  or 
investigating  title. 

A  question  arises  under  Part  II.  of  the  Order  as  to  the  remunera- 
tion to  be  allowed  for  leases  in  cases  where  the  rent  exceeds  £100. 
The  tables  have  been  prepared  upon  the  assumption  that  Rule  5 
applies  equally  to  rentals  above  and  below  £100. 

The  increased  fees  in  Schedule  II.  for  drawing,  engrossing,  and 
perusing,  apply  only  to  deeds,  wills,  and  other  documents  of  a  similar 
nature.  The  fee  of  10^.  for  attendances  will,  it  is  assumed,  be  allowed 
for  all  ordinary  attendances ;  but  where  it  has  hitherto  been  custo- 
mary to  charge  a  higher  fee,  the  same  amount  will  probably  continue 
to  be  allowed. 

It  may  be  observed  that  where  a  Solicitor  acts  for  both  the 
vendor  and  purchaser  he  is  entitled  to  full  fees  against  each 
party. 

Although  the  Scale  does  not  apply  to  transactions  respecting  real 
property,  the  title  to  which  has  been  registered,  nor  to' sales  under 
the  Lands  Clauses  Consolidation  Act  or  any  other  private  or  public 
Act  under  which  the  vendor's  charges  are  paid  by  the  purchaser, 
the  practitioner  will  be  entitled  to  charge  for  such  business  according 
to  Schedule  II.;  and  all  Conveyancing  business  connected  with 
investmerUs  under  the  Lands  Clauses  Consolidation  or  other  Acts 
should  be  charged  for  according  to  the  Scale  or  Schedule  IL 

The  altered  practice  in  non-cdntentious  business  in  the  Probate 
Division  has  thrown  upon  practitioners  a  great  increase  of  work 
in   the  preparation  of  the  papers  for  Probate  and  Administra- 
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tion.  The  forms  have  been  corrected  to  meet  the  alterations  in  the 
practice^  although  the  Probate  Scale  of  Costs  has  not  been  revised. 

A  new  Scale  of  Court  Fees  in  the  Supreme  Court  is  in  course  of 
preparation. 

Precedents  under  the  new  Bankruptcy  Act  will  be  prepared  as 
soon  as  possible  after  the  publication  of  the  Bules  of  Court  and 
Scale  of  Allowances. 

A  General  Index  to  the  whole  of  the  book  has  been  added, 
which  wiU,  it  is  hoped,  be  found  useful 

We  are  indebted  to  Mr.  T.  C.  Summerhays  for  many  import- 
ant suggestions  in  the  preparation  of  portions  of  the  work,  and 
to  Mr.  Herbert  H.  Sherriff  for  his  valuable  aid  in  the  settlement  of 
the  Admiralty  Costs.

ORDEE  LXV.  OF  THE  RULES  OF  THE  SUPREME  COURT, 

1883,  RELATING  TO  COSTS. 

1.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Acts  and  these  Rules,  the 
costs  of  and  incident  to  all  proceedings  in  the  Supreme  Court, 
including  the  administration  of  estates  and  trusts,  shall  be  in  the 
discretion  of  the  Court  or  Judge :  Provided  that  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  deprive  an  executor,  administrator,  trustee,  or 
mortgagee  who  has  not  unreasonably  instituted  or  carried  on  or 
resisted  any  proceedings,  of  any  right  to  costs  out  of  a  particular 
estate  or  fund  to  which  he  would  be  entitled  according  to  the  rules 
hitherto  acted  upon  in  the  Chancery  Division :  Provided  also  that, 
where  any  action,  cause,  matter,  or  issue  is  tried  with  a  jury,  the 
costs  shall  follow  the  event,  unless  the  Judge  by  whom  such  action, 
cause,  matter,  or  issue  is  tried,  or  the  Court  shall,  for  good  cause, 
otherwise  order.

2.  When  issues  in  fact  and  law  are  raised  upon  a  claim  or  counter- 
claim, the  costs  of  the  several  issues  respectively,  both  in  law  and 
fact,  shall,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  follow  the  event 

3.  If  a  cause  be  removed  from  an  inferior  Court,  having  juris- 
diction in  the  cause,  the  costs  in  the  Court  below  shall  be  costs  in 
the  cause. 

4.  Where  an  action  is  ordered  to  be  tried  in  a  County  Court 
under  the  provisions  of  19  and  20  Via  c.  108.  s.  26,  the  costs  of 
the  action  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Principal  Act  and 
these  Rules,  follow  the  event,  unless  by  the  Registrar's  certificate 
of  the  result  of  the  trial  it  shall  appear  that  the  Judge  before 
"whom  the  action  was  tried  was  of  opinion  that  the  question  of 
costs  ought  to  be  referred  to  a  Judge  of  the  High  Court,  in  which 
case  no  costs  shall  be  recovered  unless  ordered  by  the  Court  or  a 
Judge 

5.  Where  upon  the  trial  of  any  cause  or  matter  it  appears  that 
the  same  cannot  conveniently  proceed  by  reason  of  the  Solicitor  for 
any  party  having  neglected  to  attend  personally,  or  by  some  proper 
person  on  his  behalf,  or  having  omitted  to  deliver  any  paper  neces- 
sary for  the  use  of  the  Court  or  Judge,  and  which  according  to  the 
practice  ought  to  have  been  delivered,  such  Solicitor  shall  personally 
pay  to  all  or  any  of  the  parties  such  costs  as  the  Court  or  Judge 
shall  think  fit  to  award. 

6.  In  any  cause  or  matter  in  which  security  for  costs  is  re- 
quired, the  security  shall  be  of  such  amount,  and  be  given  at  such 
times,  and  in  such  manner  and  form,  as  the  Court  or  a  Judge  shall 
direct. 

7.  Where  a  bond  is  to  be  given  as  security  for  costs,  it  shall, 
unless  the  Court  or  a  Judge  shall  otherwise  direct,  be  given  to  the 
party  or  person  requiring  the  security,  and  not  to  an  officer  of  the 
Court 

8.  In  causes  and  matters  commenced  after  these  Rules  come  into 
operation.  Solicitors  shall  be  entitled  to  charge  and  be  allowed  the 
fees  set  forth  in  the  column  headed  "Lower  Scale'*  in  Appendix 
N.  in  all  causes  and  matters,  and  no  higher  fees  shall  be  allowed 
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in  any  case,  except  such  as  are  by  this  Order  otherwise  provided 
for;  and  in  causes  and  matters  pending  at  the  time  when  these 
Eules  come  into  operation,  to  which  the  Higher  Scale  of  costs 
previously  in  force  was  applicable^  the  same  scale  shall  continue  to 
be  applied. 

9.  The  fees  set  forth  in  the  column  headed  "  Higher  Scale " 
in  Appendix  N.  may  be  allowed,  either  generally  in  any  cause  or 
matter,  or  as  to  the  costs  of  any  particular  application  made,  or 
business  done,  in  any  cause  or  matter,  if,  on  special  grounds  arising 
out  of  the  nature  and  importance,  or  the  difficulty  or  urgency  of 
the  case,  the  Court  or  a  Judge  shall,  at  the  trial  or  hearing,  or 
further  consideration  of  the  cause  or  matter,  or  at  the  hearing  of 
any  application  therein,  whether  the  cause  or  matter  shall  or  shall 
not  be  brought  to  trial  or  hearing  or  to  further  consideration  (as 
the  case  may  be),  so  order;  or  if  the  Taxing  Officer,  under  directions 
given  to  him  for  that  purpose  by  the  Court  or  a  Judge,  shall  think 
that  such  allowance  ought  to  be  so  made  upon  such  special  grounds 
as  aforesaid. 

10.  Upon  any  reference  to  a  Taxing  Officer  to  tax  a  bill  of  costs 
of  a  Solicitor  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  amount  due  to  such 
Solicitor  in  respect 'thereof  .from  the  person  to  be  charged  therewith, 
if  such  bill  shall  include  charges  for  business  done  in  any  cause  or 
matter,  the  Taxing  Officer  may  allow  the  fees  set  forth  in  the 
column  headed  "  Higher  Scale "  in  Appendix  N.  in  respect  of  such 
cause  or  matter,  or  in  respect  of  any  particular  application  made  or 
business  done  therein,  if  on  such  special  grounds,  as  are  in  the  last 
preceding  Bule  mentioned,  he  shall  think  that  such  allowance  ought 
to  be  so  made. 

11.  If  in  any  case  it  shall  appear  to  the  Court  or  a  Judge  that 
costs  have  been  improperly  or  without  any  reasonable  cause  incurred, 
or  that  by  reason  of  any  undue  delay  in  proceeding  under  any  judg- 
ment or  order,  or  of  any  misconduct  or  default  of  the  Solicitor,  any 
costs  properly  incurred  have  nevertheless  proved  fruitless  to  the 
person  incurring  the  same,  the  Court  or  Judge]  may  call  on  the 
Solicitor  of  the  person  by  whom  such  costs  have  been  so  incurred 
to  show  cause  why  such  costs  should  not  be  disallowed  as  between 
the  Solicitor  and  his  client,  and  also  (if  the  circumstances  of  the 
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case  shall  require)  why  the  Solicitor  should  not  repay  to  his  client 
any  costs  which  the  cUent  may  have  been  ordered  to  pay  to  any 
other  person,  and  thereupon  may  make  such  order  as  the  justice  of 
the  case  may  require.  The  Court  or  Judge  may,  if  they  or  he  think 
fit)  refer  the  matter  to  a  Taxing  Officer  for  inquiry  and  report ;  and 
direct  the  Solicitor  in  the  first  place  to  show  cause  before  such 
Taxing  Officer,  and  may  also,  if  they  or  he  think  fit,  direct  or 
authorise  'the  Official  Solicitor  of  the  Supreme  Court  to  attend  and 
take  part  in  such  inquiry.  Such  notice  (if  any)  of  the  proceedings 
or  order  shall  be  given  to  the  client  in  such  manner  as  the  Court  or 
Judge  may  direct  Any  costs  of  the  official  Solicitor  shall  be  paid 
by  such  parties,  or  out  of  such  funds  as  the  Court  or  a  Judge  may 
direct;  or,  if  not  otherwise  paid,  may  be  paid  out  of  such  moneys 
(if  any)  as  may  be  provided  by  Parliament. 

12.  In  actions  founded  on  contract,  in  which  the  Plaintiff  re- 
covers, by  judgment  or  otherwise,  a  sum  (exclusive  of  costs)  not 
exceeding  £50,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  no  more  costs  than  he  would 
have  been  entitled  to,  had  he  brought  his  action  in  a  County  Court, 
unless  the  Court  or  a  Judge  otherwise  orders. 

13.  Where  the  Court  or  a  Judge  appoints  one  of  the  Solicitors 
of  the  Court  to  be  guardian  ad  lUem  of  an  infant  or  person  of  un- 
sound mind,  the  Court  or  Judge  may  direct  that  the  costs  to  be 
incurred  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  such  office  shall  be 
borne  and  paid  either  by  the  parties  or  some  one  or  more  of  the 
parties  to  the  cause  or  matter  in  which  such  appointment  is  made, 
or  out  of  any  fund  in  Court  in  which  such  infant  or  person  of  un- 
sound mind  may  be  interested,  and  may  give  directions  for  the  re- 
payment or  allowance  of  such  costs  as  the  justice  and  circumstances 
of  the  case  may  require. 

14.  A  set-off  for  damages  or  costs  between  parties  may  be  allowed 
notwithstanding  the  Solicitor's  lien  for  costs  in  the  particular  cause 
or  matter  in  which  the  set-off  is  sought 

15.  Costs  may  be  taxed  on  an  award,  notwithstanding  the  time 
for  setting  aside  the  award  has  not  elapsed. 

16.  One  day's  notice  of  taxing  costs,  together  with  a  copy  of 
the  bill  of  costs  and  affidavit  of  increase  (if  any),  shall  be  given 
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by  the  Solicitor  of  the  party  whose  costs  are  to  be  taxed  to  the 
other  party  or  his  Solicitor,  in  all  cases  where  a  notice  to  tax  is 
necessary. 

17.  Notice  of  taxing  costs  shall  not  be  necessary  in  any  case 
wherp  the  Defendant  has  not  appeared  in  person,  or  by  his  Solicitor 
or  guardian. 

18.  Every  reference  for  the  taxation  of  costs  in  the  Chancery 
Division  shall  be  made  to  the  Taxing  Master  in  rotation ;  provided 
that  in  any  case  where  there  shall  have  been  any  former  taxation 
in  the  same  cause  or  matter,  or  in  any  summons  under  Order  LV., 
Eules  3  or  4,  relating  to  the  same  estate  or  trust,  the  reference  shall 
be  to  the  Taxing  Master  before  whom  such  former  taxation  took 
place. 

19.  The  Taxing  Masters  shall  be  respectively  assistant  to  each 
other,  and  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties;  and,  for  the  better 
despatch  of  the  business  of  their  respective  offices,  any  Taxing 
Master  may  tax  or  assist  in  the  taxation  of  a  bill  of  costs  which  has 
been  referred  to  any  other  Taxing  Master  for  taxation,  and  for 
ascertaining  what  is  due  in  respect  of  such  costs,  and  in  such  case 
shall  certify  accordingly 

20.  Where,  upon  the  taxation  of  any  bill  of  costs  in  the 
Chancery  Division,  it  appears  to  the  Taxing  Master  that  for  the 
purpose  of  duly  taxing  the  same  it  is  necessary  to  inspect  any 
books,  papers,  or  documents,  relating  to  the  cause  or  matter  in  the 
Chambers  of  any  Judge,  the  Taxing  Master  shall  be  at  liberty  to 
request  the  Chief  Clerk  of  such  Judge  to  cause  the  same  to  be 
transmitted  to  the  office  of  the  Taxing  Master,  and  also  to  request 
such  Chief  Clerk  to  certify  any  proceedings  in  the  said  Chambers 
which  may  be  comprised  in  the  bill  of  costs  under  taxation,  and 
in  such  cases  the  Chief  Clerk,  when  and  so  soon,  and  at  and  for 
such  times,,  as  the  due  transaction  of  the  business  at  the  said 
Chambers  will  permit,  shall  direct  such  books,  papers,  and  docu- 
ments, to  be  transmitted  to  the  office  of  the  Taxing  Master  for 
his  use  during  the  taxation,  and  shall  certify  the  proceedings 
which  have  taken  place  in  the  said  Chambers  according  to  the 
request  of  the  Taxing  Master;  and  after  the  costs  in  respect  of 
which  such  request  of  the  Taxing  Master  was  made  shall  have 


been  certified,  the  Taxing  Master  shall  cause  the  same  books, 
papers,  and  documents,  which  have  been  so  transmitted  to  his 
office,  if  then  remaining  there,  to  be  returned  to  the  Chambers 
of  the  Judge. 

21.  When  any  book,  paper,  or  document,  shall  be  transmitted 
from  the  Chambers  of  a  Judge  to  the  office  of  a  Taxing  Master, 
a  memorandum  of  such  transmission  shall  be  made  and  signed  by 
the  Taxing  Master  or  the  Clerk  of  the  Taxing  Master,  at  whose 
request  such  book,  paper,  or  document,  may  be  transmitted,  and 
shall  be  delivered  to  the  Chief  Clerk  of  such  Judge;  and  when 
any  such  book,  paper,  or  document,  shall  be  returned  from  the 
office  of  the  Taxing  Master  to  the  Judges'  Chambers,  a  memo- 
randum of  such  return  shall  be  made  and  signed  by  such  Chief 
Clerk,  or  by  one  of  his  clerks,  and  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Taxing 
Master. 

22.  Where,  in  pursuance  of  any  direction  by  the  Court  or  a 
Judge  in  Chambers  drafts  are  settled  by  any  of  the  Conveyancing 
Counsel  of  the  Court,  the  expense  of  procuring  such  drafts  to  be 
previously  or  subsequently  settled  by  other  Counsel,  on  behalf  of 
the  same  parties  on  whose  behalf  such  drafts  are  settled  by  the 
Conveyancing  Counsel  of  the  Court,  shall  not  be  allowed  on  taxation 
as  between  party  and  party,  or  as  between  Solicitor  and  client,  unless 
the  Court  or  a  Judge  shall  otherwise  direct 

23.  Upon  interlocutory  applications  where  the  Court  or  a  Judge 
shall  think  fit  to  award  costs  to  any  party,  the  Court  or  Judge  may 
by  the  order  direct  payment  of  a  sum  in  gross  in  lieu  of  taxed  costs, 
and  direct  by  and  to  whom  such  sum  in  gross  shall  be  paid. 

24.  The  fees  payable  on  proceedings  before  a  Judge  in  Chambers 
under  the  Charitable  Trusts  Act,  1853,  s.  28,  shall  be  the  same  as 
the  fees  payable  according  to  the  Eules  relating  to  costs  in  respect 
of  other  proceedings  commencing  by  summons,  and  shall  also  in  all 
other  respects  be  regulated  by  these  Rules. 

25.  Where  the  Judge  directs  that  any  matter  commenced  by 
summons  under  the  Act  in  the  last  preceding  Bule  mentioned  shall 
be  heard  in  open  Court,  the  same  fees  shall  be  payable  and  the  same 
costs  shall  be  allowed«as  would  have  been  payable  in  respect  of  any 
other  matter  so  heard.

26.  The  fees  and  allowances  to  Solicitors  on  proceedings  under 
the  Act  22  &  23  Vic.,  c.  35,  s.  30,  shall  be  the  same  as  are  payable 
under  these  Rules,  and  by  the  practice  of  the  Court  for  business  of  a 
similar  nature. 

Special  Allowances  and  General  Regulations. 

27.  The  following  special  allowances  and  general  regulations 
shall  apply  to  all  proceedings  and  all  taxations  in  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Judicature : 

1.  As  to  writs  of  summons  requiring  special  indorsement,  and  as 
to  special  cases,  pleadings,  and  affidavits  in  answer  to  interrogatories, 
and  other  special  affidavits,  and  admissions  under  Order  XXXIL, 
Eule  4,  the  Taxing  Officer  may,  in  lieu  of  the  allowances  for  instruc- 
tions and  preparing  or  drawing,  and  attendances,  make  such  allow- 
ance for  work,  labour,  and  expenses  in  or  about  the  preparation  of 
such  documents  as  in  his  discretion  he  may  think  proper. 

2.  As  to  drawing  any  pleading  or  other  document,  the  fees 
allowed  shall  include  any  copy  made  for  the  use  of  the  Solicitor, 
Agents  or  client,  or  for  Counsel  to  settle. 

3.  As  to  instructions  to  sue  or  defend,  or  the  preparation  of 
briefs,  if  the  Taxing  Officer  shall  on  special  grounds  consider  the  fee 
in  either  scale  provided  inadequate,  he  may  make  such  further  allow- 
ance as  he  shall  in  his  discretion  consider  reasonable. 

4.  As  to  affidavits,  when  there  are  several  deponents  to  be 
sworn,  or  it  is  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  an  affidavit  being  sworn 
to  go  to  a  distance,  or  to  employ  an  Agent,  such  reasonable  allow- 
ance may  be  made  as  the  Taxing  Officer  in  his  discretion  may 
think  fii 

5.  The  allowances  for  instructions  and  drawing  an  affidavit  in 
answer  to  interrogatories  and  other  special  affidavits,  and  attending 
the  deponent  to  be  sworn,  include  all  attendances  on  the  deponent 
to  settle  and  read  over. 

6.  Aa  to  delivery  of  pleadings,  services,  and  notices,  the  fees 
are  not  to  be  allowed  when  the  same  Solicitor  is  for  both  parties, 
unless  it  be  necessary  for  the  puipose  of  making  an  affidavit  of 
service.

7.  As  to  perusals  the  fees  are  not  to  apply  where  the  same 
Solicitor  is  for  both  parties. 

8.  Where  the  same  Solicitor  is  employed  for  two  or  more 
Defendants,  and  separate  pleadings  are  delivered  or  other  proceedings 
had  by  or  for  two  or  more  such  Defendants  separately,  the  Taxing 
Officer  shall  consider  in  the  taxation  of  such  Solicitor's  bill  of  costs, 
either  between  party  and  party  or  between  Solicitor  and  client, 
whether  sach  separate  pleadings  or  other  proceedings  were  necessary 
or  proper,  and  if  he  is  of  opinion  that  any  part  of  the  costs  occasioned 
thereby  has  been  unnecessarily  or  improperly  incurred,  the  same 
shall  be  disaUowed. 

9.  As  to  evidence,  such  just  and  reasonable  charges  and  expenses 
as  appear  to  have  been  properly  incurred  in  procuring  evidence,  and 
the  attendance  of  witnesses,  are  to  be  allowed. 

10.  As  to  agency  correspondence,  in  country  agency  causes,  and 
matters,  if  it  be  shown  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Taxing  Officer  that 
such  correspondence  has  been  special  and  extensive,  he  is  to  be  at 
liberty  to  make  such  special  allowance  in  respect  thereof  as  in  his 
discretion  he  may  think  proper. 

11.  As  to  the  attendance  of  Solicitors  upon  the  Begistrars  in  the 
Chancery  Division  for  the  purpose  of  settling  the  terms  of  and  pass- 
ing judgments  or  orders,  the  Taxing  Officer  may,  in  such  cases  as  are 
provided  for  by  Order  LXII.,  Bule  15,  make  such  special  allowances 
in  respect  thereof  as  he  shall  consider  reasonable. 

12.  As  to  attendances  at  the  Judges'  Chambers,  where,  from  the 
length  of  the  attendance,  or  from  the  difficulty  of  the  case,  the  Judge 
or  Master  shall  think  the  highest  of  the  fees  an  insufficient  remu- 
neration for  the  services  performed,  or  where  the  preparation  of  the 
case  or  matter  to  lay  it  before  the  Judge  or  Master  in  Chambers,  or 
on  a  summons,  shall  have  required  skill  and  labour  for  which  no  fee 
has  been  allowed,  the  Judge  or  Master  may  allow  such  fee,  in  lieu  of 
the  fee  of  £1  Is.  provided,  not  exceeding  £2  2^.,  or  where  the  Higher 
Scale  is  applicable  £3  3«.,  or  in  proceedings  to  wind  up  a  company 
£5  5&,  as  in  his  discretion  he  may  think  fit ;  and  where  the  pre- 
paration  of  the  case  or  matter  to  lay  it  before  a  Judge  at  Chambers 
on  a  summons  shall  have  required  and  received  from  the  Solicitor 
such  extraordinary  skill  and  labour  as  materially  to  conduce  to  the 
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satisfactory  and  speedy  disposal  of  the  business,  and  therefore  shall 
appear  to  the  Judge  to  deserve  higher  remuneration  than  the  ordinary 
fees,  the  Judge  may  allow  to  the  Solicitor,  by  a  memorandum  in 
writing  expressly  made  for  that  purpose  and  signed  by  the  Judge, 
specifying  distinctly  the  grounds  of  such  allowance,  such  fee,  not 
exceeding  10  guineas,  as  in  his  discretion  he  may  think  fit,  instead 
of  the  fees  of  £2  2s.,  £3  35.,  and  £5  5s. 

13.  As  to  attendances  at  the  Judges'  Chambers,  where  by  reason 
of  the  non-attendance  of  any  party  (unless  it  be  considered  expedient 
to  proceed  ezparte)^  or  where  by  reason  of  the  neglect  of  any  party 
in  not  being  prepared  with  any  proper  evidence,  account,  or  other 
proceeding,  the  attendance  is  adjourned  without  any  useful  progress 
being  made,  the  Judge  may  order  such  an  amount  of  costs  (if  any) 
as  he  shall  think  reasonable  to  be  paid  to  the  party  attending  by 
the  party  so  absent  or  neglectful,  or  by  his  Solicitor  personally; 
and  the  party  so  absent  or  neglectful  is  not  to  be  allowed  any  fee  as 
against  any  other  party,  or  any  estate  or  fund  in  which  any  other 
party  is  interested. 

14.  A  folio  is  to  comprise  72  words,  every  figure  comprised  in  a 
column,  or  authorised  to  be  used,  being  counted  as  one  word. 

15.  Such  costs  of  procuring  the  advice  of  Counsel  on  the  plead- 
ings, evidence,  and  proceedings  in  any  cause  or  matter  as  the  Taxing 
Officer  shall  in  his  discretion  think  just  and  reasonable,  and  of  pro- 
curing Counsel  to  settle  such  pleadings  and  special  affidavits  as  the 
Taxing  Officer  shall  in  his  discretion  think  proper  to  be  settled  by 
Counsel,  are  to  be  allowed ;  but  as  to  affidavits  a  separate  fee  is  not 
to  be  allowed  for  each  affidavit,  but  one  fee  for  all  the  affidavits 
proper  to  be  so  settled,  which  are  or  ought  to  be  filed  at  the  same 
time. 

16.  As  to  Counsel  attending  at  Judges'  Chambers,  no  costs  there- 
of shall  in  any  case  be  allowed,  unless  the  Judge  certifies  it  to  be  a 
proper  case  for  Counsel  to  attend. 

17.  As  to  inspection  of  documents  under  Order  XXXI.,  Rule  15, 
no  allowance  is  to  be  made  for  any  notice  or  inspection,  unless  it  is 
shown  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Taxing  Officer  that  there  were  good 
and  sufficient  reasons  for  giving  such  notice  and  making  such  in- 
spection. 
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18.  As  to  taking  copies  of  documents  in  possession  of  another 
party,  or  extracts  therefrom,  under  Rules  of  Court,  or  any  special 
order,  the  party  entitled  to  take  the  copy  or  extract  is  to  pay  the 
Solicitor  of  the  party  producing  the  document  for  such  copy  or 
extract  as  he  may,  by  writing,  require,  at  the  rate  of  id,  per  folio ; 
and  if  the  Solicitor  of  the  party  producing  the  document  refuses 
or  neglects  to  supply  the  same,  the  Solicitor  requiring  the  copy  or 
extract  is  to  be  at  liberty  to  make  it,  and  the  Solicitor  for  the  party 
producing  is  not  to  be  entitled  to  any  fee  in  respect  thereof 

19.  Where  any  petition  in  a  cause  or  matter  assigned  to  the 
Chancery  Division  is  served,  and  notice  is  given  to  the  party  served 
that  in  case  of  his  appearance  in  court  his  costs  will  be  objected  to, 
and  accompanied  by  a  tender  of  costs  for  perusing  the  same,  the 
amount  to  be  tendered  shall  be  £1  lOs,  The  party  making  such 
payment  shall  be  allowed  the  same  in  his  costs,  provided  such 
service  was  proper,  but  not  otherwise;  but  this  order  is  without 
prejudice  to  the  rights  of  either  party  to  costs,  or  to  object  to 
costs  where  no  such  tender  is  made,  or  where  the  Court  or  Judge 
shall  consider  the  party  entitled,  notwithstanding  such  notice  or 
tender,  to  appear  in  Court  In  any  other  case  in  which  a  Solicitor 
of  a  party  served  necessarily  or  properly  peruses  any  such  petition, 
without  appearing  thereon,  he  is  to  be  allowed  a  fee  not  exceeding 
the  amount  aforesaid. 

20.  The  Court  or  Judge  may,  at  the  hearing  of  any  cause  or 
matter,  or  upon  any  application  or  proceeding  in  any  cause  or 
matter  in  Court  or  at  Chambers,  and  whether  the  same  is  objected 
to  or  not,  direct  the  costs  of  any  indorsement  on  a  writ  of  summons, 
pleading,  summons,  afSidavit,  evidence,  notice  requiring  a  statement  of 
claim,  notice  to  produce,  admit,  or  cross-examine  witnesses,  account, 
statement,  procuring  discovery  by  interrogatories  or  order,  applica- 
tions for  time,  bills  of  costs,  service  of  notice  of  motion  or  summons, 
or  other  proceeding,  or  any  part  thereof,  which  is  improper,  vexatious, 
unnecessary,  or  contains  vexatious  or  unnecessary  matter,  or  is  of 
unnecessary  length,  or  caused  by  misconduct  or  negligence,  to  be 
disallowed,  or  may  direct  the  Taxing  Officer  to  look  into  the  same 
and  to  disallow  the  costs  thereof,  or  of  such  part  thereof  as  he  shall 
find  to  be  improper,  unnecessary,  vexatious,  or  to  contain  unneces- 
sary mattei,  or  to  be  of  unnecessary  length,  or  caused  by  misconduct 
or  negligence;  and  in  such  case  the  party  whose  costs  are  so  dis- 
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allowed  shall  pay  the  costs  occasioned  thereby  to  the  other  parties ; 
and  in  any  case  where  such  question  shall  not  have  been  raised 
before  and  dealt  with  by  the  Court  or  Judge,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Taxing  Officer  to  look  into  the  same  (and,  as  to  evidence, 
although  the  same  may  be  entered  as  read  in  any  decree  or  order) 
for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  and  thereupon  the  same  consequences 
shall  ensue  as  if  he  had  been  specially  directed  to  do  so ;  and  in  the 
Queen's  Bench  Division  the  Master  shall  make  such  order  as  may  be 
required  to  effect  the  object  of  this  regulation. 

21.  In  any  case  in  which,  under  the  last  preceding  regulation, 
or  any  other  Bule  of  Courts  or  by  the  order  or  direction  of  a  Court 
or  Judge,  or  otherwise  a  party  entitled  to  receive  costs  is  liable 
to  pay  costs  to  any  other  party,  the  Taxing  Officer  may  tax  the 
costs  such  party  is  so  liable  to  pay,  and  may  adjust  the  same  by 
way  of  deduction  or  set  off,  or  may,  if  he  shall  think  fit,  delay 
the  allowance  of  the  costs  such  party  is  entitled  to  receive  until 
he  has  paid  or  tendered  the  costs  he  is  liable  to  pay;  or  such 
officer  may  allow  or  certify  the  costs  to  be  paid,  and  direct  pay- 
ment thereof,  and  the  same  may  be  recovered  by  the  party  entitled 
thereto  in  the  same  manner  as  costs  ordered  to  be  paid  may  be 
recovered, 

22.  Where  in  the  Chancery  Division  any  question  as  to  any  costs 
is  under  Regulation  20  dealt  with  at  Chambers,  the  Chief  Clerk  is 
to  make  a  note  thereof,  and  state  the  same  on  his  allowance  of  the 
fees  for  attendances  at  Chambers,  or  otherwise  as  may  be  convenient 
for  the  information  of  the  Taxing  Officer., 

23.  Where'  any  party  appears  upon  any  application  or  pro> 
ceeding  in  Court  or  at  Chambers,  in  which  he  is  not  interested, 
or  upon  which,  according  to  the  practice  of  the  Court,  he  ought 
not  to  attend,  he  is  not  to  be  allowed  any  costs  of  such  appearance 
unless  the  Court  or  Judge  shall  expressly  direct  such  costs  to  be 
avowed. 

24.  The  costs  of  applications  to  extend  the  time  for  taking  any 
proceedings  shall  be  in  the  discretion  of  the  Taxing  Officer  unless 
the  Court  or  Judge  shall  have  specially  directed  how  the  costs  are 
to  be  paid  or  borne.  The  Taxing  Officer  shall  not  allow  the  costs 
of  more  than  one  extension  of  time,  unless  he  is  satisfied  that  such 
extension  was  necessary,  and  could  not,  with  due  diligence,  have 
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been  avoided  The  costs  of  a  summons  to  extend  time  shall  not  be 
allowed  in  cases  to  which  Role  8  of  Order  LXIY.  applies,  unless  the 
party  taking  out  such  summons  has  previously  applied  to  the  oppo- 
site party  to  consent^  and  he  has  not  given  a  consent,  to  a  sufficient 
extension  of  time,  or  the  Taxing  Officer  shall  consider  there  was  a 
good  reason  for  not  making  such  application ;  and  in  case  the  Taxing 
Officer  shall  not  allow  the  costs  of  such  sununons,  and  shall  consider 
that  the  party  applying  ought  to  pay  the  costs  of  any  other  party 
occasioned  thereby,  he  may  direct  such  payment,  or  deal  with  such 
costs^  in  the  manner  provided  by  Regulation  21. 

25.  The  Taxing  Officers  of  the  Supreme  Courts  or  of  any  Division 
thereof,  shall^  for  the  purpose  of  any  proceeding  before  them,  have 
power  and  authority  to  administer  oaths,  and  shall,  in  relation  to 
the  taxation  of  costs,  perform  all  such  duties  as  have  heretofore  been  or 
are  by  general  orders  directed  to  be  performed  by  any  of  the  Masters, 
Taxing  Masters,  Registrars,  or  other  officers  of  any  of  the  Courts 
whose  jurisdiction  is  by  the  Principal  Act  transferred  to  the  High 
Court  of  Justice  or  Court  of  Appeal,  and  shall,  in  respect  thereof, 
have  such  powers  and  authorities  as  previous  to  the  commencement 
of  the  Principal  Act  were,  or  by  general  orders  are,  vested  in  any  of 
such  officers,  including  examining  witnesses,  directing  production  of 
books,  papers,  and  documents,  making  separate  certificates  or  allo- 
caturs,  requiring  any  party  to  be  represented  by  a  separate  Solicitor, 
and  to  direct  and  adopt  all  such  other  proceedings  as  could  be  directed 
and  adopted  by  any  such  officer  on  references  for  the  taxation  of 
costs,  and  taking  accounts  of  what  is  due  in  respect  of  such  costs, 
and  such  other  accounts  connected  therewith  as  may  be  directed  by 
the  Court  or  a  Judge. 

26.  Where  an  account  consists  in  part  of  any  bill  of  costs,  the 
Court  or  Judge  may  direct  the  Taxing  Officer  to  assist  in  settling 
such  costs,  not  being  the  ordinary  cost  of  passing  the  account  of  a 
receiver,  and  ihe  Taxing  Officer,  on  receiving  such  direction,  shall 
proceed  to  tax  such  costs,  and  shall  have  the  same  powers,  and  the 
same  fees  shall  be  payable  in  respect  thereof|  as  if  the  same  had  been 
referred  to  the  Taxing  Officer  by  an  order;  and  he  shall  return  the 
same,  with  his  opinion  thereon,  to  the  Court  or  Judge  by  whose 
direction  the  same  were  taxed. 

27.  The  Taxing  Officer  shall  have  authority  to  arrange  and  direct 
what  parties  are  to  attend  before  him  on  the  taxation  of  costs  to  be 
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borne  by  a  f and  or  estate,  and  to  disallow  the  costs  of  any  party 
whose  attendance  such  officer  shall  in  his  discretion  consider  un- 
necessary in  consequence  of  the  interest  of  such  party  in  such  fund 
or  estate  being  small  or  remote,  or  sufficiently  protected  by  other 
parties  interested. 

28.  When  any  party  entitled  to  costs  refuses  or  neglects  to  bring 
in  his  costs  for  taxation,  or  to  procure  the  same  to  be  taxed,  and 
thereby  prejudices  any  other  party,  the  Taxing  Officer  shall  be  at 
liberty  to  certify  the  costs  of  the  other  parties,  and  certify  such  re- 
fusal or  neglect^  or  may  allow  such  party  refusing  or  neglecting  a 
nominal  or  other  sum  for  such  costs,  so  as  to  prevent  any  other  party 
being  prejudiced  by  such  refusal  or  neglect 

29.  As  to  costs  to  be  paid  or  borne  by  another  party,  no  costs 
are  to  be  allowed  which  do  not  appear  to  the  Taxing  Officer  to  have 
been  necessary  or  proper  for  the  attainment  of  justice  or  defending 
the  rights  of  the  party,  or  which  appear  to  the  Taxing  Officer  to 
have  been  incurred  through  over-caution,  negligence,  or  mistake,  or 
merely  at  the  desire  of  the  party. 

30.  As  to  any  work  and  labour  properly  performed  and  not  herein 
provided  for,  and  in  respect  of  which  fees  have  heretofore  been 
allowed,  the  same  or  similar  fees  are  to  be  allowed  for  such  work 
and  labour  as  have  heretofore  been  allowed. 

31.  Where  the  Plaintiff  is  directed  to  pay  to  the  Defendant  the 
costs  of  the  cause,  the  costs  occasioned  to  a  Defendant  by  any  amend- 
ment of  the  Plaintiff's  pleadings  shall  be  deemed  to  be  part  of  such 
Defendant's  costs  in  the  cause  (except  as  to  any  amendment  which 
shall  appear  to  have  been  rendered  necessary  by  the  default  of  such 
Defendant);  but  there  shall  be  deducted  from  such  costs  any  sum 
which  may  have  been  paid  by  the  Plaintiff  accordin|^to  the  course 
of  the  Court  at  the  time  of  any  amendment 

32.  Where  upon  taxation  a  Plaintiff  who  has  obtained  a  judgment 
xnth.  costs  is  not  allowed  the  costs  of  any  amendment  of  his  plead- 
ings on  the  ground  of  the  same  having  been  unnecessary,  the  Defen- 
dant's costs  occasioned  by  such  amendment  shall  l)e  taxed,  and  the 
amount  thereof  deducted  from  the  costs  to  be  jAdd  by  the  Defendant 
to  the  Plaintiff 


33.  Where  an  action  or  petition  is  dismissed  with  costs,  or  a 
motion  is  refused  with  costs,  or  any  costs  are  by  any  general  or 
special  order  directed  to  be  paid,  the  Taxing  Officer  may  tax  such 
costs  without  any  order  referring  the  same  for  taxation,  unless  the 
Court  or  a  Judge  upon  the  application  pf  the  party  alleging  himself 
to  be  aggrieved  prohibits  the  taxation  of  such  costs. 

34.  Where  it  is  directed  that  costs  shall  be  taxed  in  case  the 
parties  differ  about  the  same,  the  party  claiming  the  costs  shall 
bring  the  bill  of  costs  into  the  office  of  the  proper  Taxing  Officer,  and 
^ve  notice  of  his  having  so  done  to  the  other  party,  and  at  any  time 
within  eight  days  after  such  notice  such  other  party  shall  have  liberty 
to  inspect  the  same  without  fee,  if  he  thinks  fit.  And  at  or  before 
the  expiration  of  the  eight  days,  or  such  further  time  as  the  Taxing 
Officer  shall  in  his  discretion  allow,  such  other  party  shall  either 
agree  to  pay  the  costs  or  signify  bis  dissent  therefrom,  and  shall 
thereupon  be  at  liberty  to  tender  a  sum  of  money  for  the  costs ;  but 
where  he  makes  no  such  tender,  or  where  the  party  claiming  the 
costs  refuses  to  accept  the  sum  so  tendered,  the  Taxing  Officer  shall 
proceed  to  tax  the  costs ;  and  where  the  taxed  costs  shall  not  exceed 
the  sum  tendered,  the  costs  of  the  taxation  shall  be  borne  by  the 
party  claiming  the  costs. 

35.  Where  any  costs  are  by  any  judgment  or  order  directed  to 
be  taxed  and  to  be  paid  out  of  any  money  or  fund  in  Court,  the 
Taxing  Officer  in  his  certificate  of  taxation  shall  state  the  total 
amount  of  all  such  costs  as  taxed  without  any  direction  for  that 
purpose  in  such  judgment  or  order. 

* 

36.  The  allowances  in  respect  of  fees  to  the  Conveyancing  Counsel 
of  the  Court,  and  to  any  accountants,  merchants,  engineers,  actuaries, 
and  other  scientific  persons  to  whom  any  question  is  referred,  shall 
be  regulated  by  the  Taxing  Officers,  subject  to  appeal  to  the  Court 
or  Judge,  whose  decision  shall  be  final 

37.  The  rules,  orders,  and  practice  of  any  Court  whose  juris- 
diction is  transferred  to  the  High  Court  of  Justice  or  Court  of 
Appeal,  relating  to  costs,  and  the  allowance  of  the  fees  of  Solicitors 
and  Attorneys,  and  the  taxation  of  costs,  existing  prior  to  the  com- 
mencement of  the  Principal  Act,  shall,  in  so  far  as  they  are  not 
inconsistent  with  the  Principal  Act  and  these  Bules,  remain  in  force 
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and  be  applicable  to  costs  of  the  same  or  analogous  proceedings,  and 
to  the  allowance  of  the  fees  of  Solicitors  of  the  Supreme  Court  and 
the  taxation  of  costs  in  the  High  Court  of  Justice  and  Court  of 
Appeal. 

38.  As  to  all  fees  or  allowances  which  are  discretionaiyy  the 
same  are,  unless  otherwise  provided,  to  be  allowed  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Taxing  Officer,  who,  in  the  exercise  of  such  discretion,  is  to 
take  into  consideration  the  other  fees  and  allowances  to  the  Solicitor 
and  Counsel,  if  any,  in  respect  of  the  work  to  which  any  such 
allowance  applies,  the  nature  and  importance  of  the  cause  or  matter, 
the  amount  involyed,  the  interest  of  the  parties,  the  fund  or  persons 
to  bear  the  costs,  the  general  conduct  and  costs  of  the  proceedings, 
and  all  other  circumstances :  and  where  a  party  is  entitled  to  sign 
judgment  for  his  costs,  the  Taxing  Officer,  in  taxing  the  costs,  may 
allow  a  fixed  sum  for  the  costs  of  the  judgment 

39.  Any  party  who  may  be  dissatisfied  with  the  allowance  or 
disallowance  by  the  Taxing  Officer,  in  any  bill  of  costs  taxed  by 
him,  of  the  whole  or  any  part  of  any  items,  may,  at  any  time 
before  the  certificate  or  allocatur  is  signed,  deliver  to  the  other 
party  interested  therein,  and  carry  in  before  the  Taxing  Officer,  an 
objection  in  writing  to  such  allowance  or  disallowance,  specifying 
therein  by  a  list,  in  a  short  and  concise  form,  the  items,  or  parts 
thereof,  objected  to,  and  the  grounds  and  reasons  for  such  objections, 
and  may  thereupon  apply  to  the  Taxing  Officer  to  review  the  taxation 
in  respect  of  the  same. 

40.  Upon  such  application  the  Taxing  Officer  shall  reconsider  and 
review  his  taxation  upon  such  objections,  and  he  may,  if  he  shall 
think  fit,  receive  further  evidence  in  respect  thereof,  and,  if  so  re- 
quired by  either  party,  he  shall  state  either  in  his  certificate  of  tax- 
ation or  allocatur,  or  by  reference  to  such  objection,  the  grounds  and 
reasons  of  his  decision  thereon,  and  any  special  facts  or  circumstances 
relating  thereto. 

41.  Any  party  who  may  be  dissatisfied  with  the  certificate  or 
allocatur  of  the  Taxing  Officer,  as  to  any  item  or  part  of  an  item 
which  may  have  been  objected  to  as  aforesaid,  may  within  fourteen 
days  from  the  date  of  the  certificate  or  allocatur,  or  such  other  time 
as  the  Court  or  Judge,  or  Taxing  Officer,  at  the  time  he  signs  his 
certificate  or  allocatur,  may  allow,  apply  to  a  Judge  at  Chambers  for 
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an  order  to  review  the  taxation  as  to  the  same  item  or  part  of  an 
item,  and  the  Judge  may  thereupon  make  such  order  as  the  Judge 
may  think  just ;  but  the  certificate  or  allocatur  of  the  Taxing  Officer 
shall  be  final  and  conclusiye  as  to  all  matters  which  shall  not  have 
been  objected  to  in  manner  aforesaid. 

42.  Such  application  shall  be  heard  and  determined  by  the  Judge 
upon  the  evidence  which  shall  have  been  brought  in  before  the  Taxing 
Officer,  and  no  further  evidence  shall  be  received  upon  the  hearing 
thereof,  unless  the  Judge  shall  otherwise  direct 

43.  When  a  writ  of  summons  for  the  commencement  of  an 
action  shall  be  issued  from  a  District  Begistiy,  and  when  an  action 
proceeds  in  a  District  Registry,  all  fees  and  allowances,  and  rules 
and  directions  relating  to  costs,  which  would  be  applicable  to  such 
proceeding  if  the  writ  of  summons  were  issued  at  the  Central 
Office,  and  if  the  action  proceeded  in  London,  shall  apply  to  such 
writ  of  summons  issued  from  and  other  proceedings  in  the  District 
Begistoy. 

44.  No  retaining  fee  to  Counsel  shall  be  allowed  on  taxation  as 
between  party  and  party. 

45.  Fees  for  conferences  are  [not  to  be  allowed  in  any  cause  or 
matter  in  addition  to  the  Solicitor's  and  Counsel's  fees  for  drawing 
and  settling,  or  perusing  any  pleadings,  affidavits,  deeds,  or  other 
proceedings  or  abstracts  of  title,  or  for  advising  thereon,  unless  it 
shall  appear  to  the  Taxing  Officer  for  some  special  reason  that  a 
conference  was  necessary  or  proper. 

46.  In  any  case  in  which  under  Rule  12  of  this  Order  the  scale 
of  costs  in  County  Courts  is  applicable,  the  costs  of  briefing  more 
than  one  Counsel  shall  not  be  allowed,  unless  the  Taxing  Officer  shall, 
for  special  reasons,  be  of  opinion  that  briefing  more  than  one  Counsel 
was  proper. 

47*  Where  the  costs  of  retaining  two  Counsel  may  properly  be 
allowed,  such  allowance  may  be  made  although  both  such  Counsel 
may  have  been  selected  from  the  outer  bar. 

48.  As  to  refresher  fees,  idien^any  canse  or  matter  is  to  be  tried 
er  hauA  iqpon  vM  voce  evidence  in  open  Courts  if  the  trial  shall 
extend  over  more  Hmul  one  day,  and  shall  occupy  either  on  the 
first  day  only,  or  partly  on  the  first  and  partly  on  a  subsequent 
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day  or  days,  more  than  five  hours^  without  being  concluded,  the 
Taxing  Officer  may  allow,  for  every  clear  day  subsequent  to  that 
on  which  the  five  hours  shall  have  expired,  the  following  fees  : —

to  participate  in  the  costs  to  be  so  taxed.

EULES  OF  PRACTICE  RELATING  TO 

THE 

RETAINERS    OF    COUNSEL. 

Adopted  unanimously  at  a  Special  General  Meeting  of  the  Incorpo- 
rated Law  Society,  held  in  their  Hall  on  Wednesday,  the  29th 
day  of  November,  1848. 


General  Retainers. 

1.  That  a  general  retainer  applies  to  all  Courts  in  which  the 
Counsel  receiving  it  shall  practise. 

2.  That  if  the  Counsel  should  be  offered  a  special  retainer  by  the 
opponent  of  the  party  having  given  such  general  retainer,  in  any 
other  Court  than  that  in  which  he  shall  usually  practise,  the  general 
retainer  entitles  the  party  giving  it  to  notice  before  the  offered 
retainer  is  accepted. 

3.  That  the  general  retainer  lasts  for  the  joint  lives  of  the  client 
and  cotiQsel,  or  so  long  as  the  counsel  continues  in  practice,  except  it 
be  lost^  according  to  any  of  these  rules. 
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4  In  case  a  special  retainer  or  brief  is  offered  to  Counsel  against 
the  party  who  has  given  a  general  retainer,  the  Counsel  is  at  liberty 
to  accept  the  special  retainer  or  brief  of  the  other  party,  unless  within 
one  week  after  issue  joined,  or  replication  filed,  a  special  retainer  or 
brief  be  given  by  the  party  who  gave  the  general  retainer. 

5.  Where  a  general  retainer  has  been  given,  and  a  brief  is  not 
delivered  to  the  retained  Counsel  in  any  action,  suit,  or  other  pro- 
ceeding in  which  the  party  giving  the  general  retainer  is  concerned 
(and  pending  in  the  Court  wherein  the  Counsel  usually  practises), 
the  general  retainer  is  entirely  lost,  unless  in  cases  where  a  brief  is 
given  to  a  junior  Counsel  only,  and  the  services  of  the  retained 
Counsel  appear  unnecessary  to  the  retaining  Solicitor. 

6.  Where  a  general  retainer  is  given  for  one  person,  and  he  ia  sued 
with  others,  and  he  defends  separately,  the  retainer  ia  binding ;  but 
it  is  otherwise  if  he  defend  jointly. 

Corporation  and  Partnership  Retainers. 

7.  Subject  to  the  foregoing  rules,  a  general  retainer  given  for  a 
corporation  will  continue,  unless  the  corporation  be  dissolved,  or  the 
grant  of  a  new  charter  be  accepted. 

8.  When  a  general  retainer  is  given  for  a  partnership  or  firm,  it 
continues  so  long  as  the  style  of  the  partnership  or  firm  continues, 
and  extends  to  all  matters  affecting  the  partnership,  notwithstanding 
all  the  partners  may  not  be  included  in  the  action  or  actions  brought 

9.  A  general  retainer  may  be  given  for  a  provisional  committee  in 
respect  of  any  subject  of  action  or  suit  by  or  against  such  committee, 
or  any  member  or  members  of  it,  arising  out  of  the  concern  in  which 
they  are  provisional  committeemen. 

Special  Retainers. 

10.  A  special  retainer  may  be  given  as  well  before  as  after  the 
commencement  of  an  action  at  law,  a  suit  in  equity,  or  a  proceeding 
in  bankruptcy. 

11.  A  special  retainer  gives  the  client  a  right  to  the  services  of 
the  Counsel  during  the  whole  progress  of  the  cause,  including  inter- 
locutory applications  and  bills  of  exception  and  re-hearings. 

1 2.  The  retained  Counsel  is  entitled  to  a  brief  on  eveiy  occasion 
in  which  the  case  is  brought  before  the  Court  in  which  he  usually 
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practises,  except  whiere  the  services  of  the  junior  Counsel  only  appear 
to  the  retaining  Solicitor  necessary. 

Circuit  Retainers. 

13.  A  special  retainer  in  a  countiy  cause  must  be  given  for  a 
particular  Assize. 

14.  If  the  venue  be  changed  for  another  place  on  the  same  Circuity 
a  freah  retainer  is  not  required. 

15.  If  the  cause  be  not  tried  at  the  Assizes  for  which  the  retainer 
is  given,  the  retainer  must  be  renewed  for  every  subsequent  Assize 
until  the  cause  is  disposed  of,  unless  a  brief  has  been  delivered^  and 
then  the  usual  refresher  fee  is  sufficient. 

16.  A  retainer  may  be  given  for  future  Assizes,  witho  ut  a  retainer 
for  the  intervening  Assizes,  unless  notice  of  trial  shall  have  been  given 
for  such  intervening  Assizes. 

17.  Where  a  renewed  retainer  is  necessary,  it  must  be  given 
before  the  end  of  the  Term  preceding  the  Assiza 

18.  In  any  case  requiring  the  renewal  of  a  retainer,  an  adverse 
brief  or  retainer  cannot  be  accepted  without  notice  to  the  original 
dient. 

Appeals,  Writs  of  Error,  and  Nonsuits. 

19.  A  special  retainer,  in  an  appeal  or  on  a  writ  of  error,  may  be 
giyen  before  the  appeal  has  been  lodged  or  the  writ  of  error  issued. 

20.  Counsel  in  the  original  cause  cannot  accept  a  retainer  on  an 
appeal  or  writ  of  error  for  the  opposite  party,  without  affording  the 
client  in  such  original  cause  the  opportunity  of  giving  such  retainer. 

21.  After  a  nonsuit^  a  retainer  cannot  be  accepted  from  the 
a  dverse  party  in  a  second  action,  without  notice  to  the  client  for 
whom  a  brief  has  been  held  in  the  first  action 

Opinions  and  Pleadings. 

22.  Where  Counsel  has  drawn  pleadings  or  advised,  during  the 
progress  or  in  contemplation  of  an  action  or  suit^  a  retainer  cannot 
be  accepted  from,  or  pleadings  drawn  for,  or  advice  given  to,  the 
opponent^  without  notice  to  the  first  client 

Promotion  of  Counsel. 

23.  The  retainer  of  a  Counsel  does  not  cease  upon  his  being 
promoted  to  a  higher  rank  at  the  bar. 
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Form  of  Retainer. — Notice. 

24.  When  a  retainer  is  given  by  the  Plaintiff  in  a  cause  A.  v.  B., 
and  an  action  or  suit  is  afterwards  brought  by  B.  v.  A.,  the  Counsel 
cannot  take  the  retainer  of  B.  without  notice  to  A.,  if  the  causes  of 
action  are  connected.

25.  A  mistake  in  the  title  of  an  action  or  suit  does  not  render  the 
retainer  inoperative,  if  it  can  be  shown  that  the  cause  of  action  or 
suit  is  the  same,  and  that  there  is  no  other  to  which  the  retainer 
can  apply. 

26.  The  notice  to  the  client  mentioned  in  these  rules  is  intended 
to  afford  him  an  opportunity  to  give  a  special  retainer  to  Counsel.

THE  SOLICITORS'  REMUNERATION  ACT,  1881. 

44  &  45  Via,  CAP.  44. 


We,  The  Eight  Honourable  Boundell  Baron  Selborne^ 
Lord  High  Chancellor  of  Great  Britam,  The  Bight  Honourable 
John  Duke  Lord  Coleridge,  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  England, 
The  Bight  Honouiuble  Sir  George  Jessel,  Master  of  the 
fiollfl^  and  Enoch  Harvey,  Esquire,  President  of  the  Incorpo- 
rated Law  Society  of  Liverpool  (being  four  of  the  persons  in 
that  behalf  authorised  by  the  Statute  44th  and  45th  Victoria, 
chapter  44),  do  hereby,  in  pursuance  and  execution  of  the  powers 
giyen  to  us  by  the  said  Statute^  and  of  all  other  powers  and 
authorities  enabling  us  in  that  behalf,  order  and  direct  in  manner 
following : 

1.  This  order  is  to  take  effect  from  and  after  the  31st  day  of 
December,  1882,  except  that  Schedule  L  hereto  shall  not  apply 
to  transactions  respecting  real  property,  the  title  to  which  has 
been  registered  under  the  Acts  of  25  &  26  Vic,  cap.  53,  25  &  26 
Via,  cap.  67,  and  38  &  39  Via,  cap.  87. 

2.  Subject  to  the  exception  aforesaid,  the  remuneration  of  a 
Solicitor  in  respect  of  business  connected  with  sales,  purchases, 
leases,  mortgages,  settlements,  and  other  matters  of  conveyancing, 
and  in  respect  of  other  business,  not  being  business  in  any  action, 
or  transacted  in  any  Court,  or  in  the  Chambers  of  any  Judge  or 
Master,  is  to  be  regulated  as  follows,  namely : 

(a)  In  respect  of  sales,  purchases,  and  mortgages  completed, 
the  remuneration  of  the  Solicitor  having  the  conduct  of 
the  business,  whether  for  the  vendor,  purchaser,  mortgagor, 
or  mortgagee,  is  to  be  that  prescribed  in  Part  L  of  Sche- 
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dole  L  to  this  order,  and  to  be  subject  to  the  regulations 
therein  contained. 

(b)  In  respect  of  leases,  and  agreements  for  leases,  of  the  kinds 
mentioned  in  Part  IL  of  Schedule  L  to  this  order,  or 
conveyances  reserving  rent,  or  agreements  for  the  same, 
when  the  transactions  shall  have  been  completed,  the 
remuneration  of  the  Solicitor  having  the  conduct  of  the 
business  is  to  be  that  prescribed  in  Part  II  of  such 
Schedule  L 

(c)  In  respect  of  business  not  hereinbefore  provided  for, 
connected  with  any  transaction,  the  remuneration  for 
which,  if  completed,  is  hereinbefore,  or  in  Schedule  L 
hereto,  prescribed,  but  which  is  not,  in  fact,  .completed, 
and  in  respect  of  settlements,  mining  leases  or  licenses, 
or  agreements  therefor,  reconveyances,  transfers  of  mort- 
gage, or  further  charges,  not  provided  for  hereinbefore 
or  in  Schedule  I.  hereto,  assignments  of  leases  not  by 
way  of  purchase  or  mortgage,  and  in  respect  of  all  other 
deeds  or  documents,  and  of  all  other  business  the  re- 
muneration for  which  is  not  hereinbefore,  or  in  Schedule  L 
hereto,  prescribed,  the  remuneration  is  to  be  regulated 
according  to  the  present  system  as  altered  by  Schedule  IL 
hereto. 

3.  Drafts  and  copies  made  in  the  course  of  business,  the  re- 
muneration for  which  is  provided  for  by  this  order,  are  to  be  the 
property  of  the  client. 

i.  The  remuneration  prescribed  by  Schedule  L  to  this  order  is 
not  to  include  stamps,  Counsel's  fees,  auctioneer's  or  valuer's  charges, 
travelling  or  hotel  expenses,  fees  paid  on  searches  to  public  officers, 
on  registrations,  or  to  stewards  of  manors,  costs  of  extracts  from  any 
register,  record,  or  roll,  or  other  disbursement  reasonably  and  pro- 
perly paid,  nor  any  extra  work  occasioned  by  changes  occurring  in 
the  course  of  any  business,  such  as  the  death  or  insolvency  of  a  party 
to  the  transaction,  nor  is  it  to  include  any  business  of  a  contentious 
character,  nor  any  proceedings  in  any  Court,  but  it  shall  indnde 
Law  Stationer's  charges,  and  allowances  for  time  of  the  Solicitor  and 
his  Clerks,  and  for  copying  and  parchment,  and  all  other  similar 
dbbursements. 
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5.  In  respect  of  any  business  which  is  required  to  be,  and  is  by 
special  exertion,  carried  through  in  an  exceptionally  short  space  of 
time,  a  Solicitor  may  be  allowed  a  proper  additional  remuneration 
for  the  special  exertion,  according  to  the  circumstances. 

6.  In  all  cases  to  which  the  scales  prescribed  in  Schedule  L  hereto 
shall  apply,  a  Solicitor  may,  before  undertaking  any  business,  by 
writing  under  his  hand,  communicated  to  the  client,  elect  that  his 
remuneration  shall  be  according  to  the  present  system  as  altered  by 
Schedule  IL  hereto ;  but  if  no  such  election  shall  be  made,  his  re- 
muneration shall  be  according  to  the  scale  prescribed  by  this  order. 

7.  A  Solicitor  may  accept  from  his  client,  and  a  client  may  give 
to  his  Solicitor,  security  for  the  amount  to  become  due  to  the  Solicitor 
for  business  to  be  transacted  by  him,  and  for  interest  on  such  amount, 
but  so  that  interest  is  not  to  commence  till  the  amount  due  is  ascer- 
tained, either  by  agreement  or  taxation.  A  Solicitor  may  charge 
interest  at  4  per  cent  per  annum  on  his  disbursements  and  costs,' 
whether  by  scale  or  otherwise,  from  the  expiration  of  one  month 
from  demand  from  the  client  And  in  cases  where  the  same  are 
payable  by  an  infant^  or  out  of  a  fund  not  presently  available,  such 
demand  may  be  made  on  the  parent  or  guardian,  or  the  trustee,  or 
cither  person  liable.
